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♦ Morocco : The arrest on 16 July of some 130 
leaders of the leftist National Union of Popular Forces 
(UNFP) in Casablanca is probably designed to under- 
cut the opposition's chances in the nationwide munici- 
pal elections scheduled for 28 July. 

The detainees reportedly include former Vice 
Premier Bouabid and a number of candidates elected 
in May to Morocco's prospective first parliament. 

They were charged with "plotting to create agitation." 
These arrests follow extensive government harass- 
ment of the rightist Istiqlal Party. 

The immediate effect of these pressure tactics 
may be a victory of the royalists' party on 28 July. 

In the long run, these tactics will probably serve to 
increase the isolation of King Hassan and the g roup 
around him.
